tances?" Now, this is art, primarily, 
and induces versatility in the second 
place. 
The actor of the latter class, 


it will be seen, must necessarily loose 
his personality, and in doing so, in- 
stead of assuming, becomes the char- 
acter himself, which results in versatil- 
ity.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.— The annual 


report of the commissioner general of 
immigration, made public Saturday, 
shows that the total arrivals during 
the fiscal year aggregated 343,007, an 
increase of S4,70S over the preceding 
year. 
Of this total 1540/103 were landed 


and 2,790 were debarred and deported 
at the expense of the various steam- 
ship lines by which they came to this 
country. 
O£ those deported 770 were 


under contract to perform labor in the 
Dnited States, made prior to their ar- 
rival and 2,0^3 were returned as be- 
longing to the classes of aliens pro- 
hibited admittance by the act of March 
3, 1SD1. 


In addition to the above debarred 


immigrants there were returned dur- 
ing the same period to the countries 
whence thc37 respectively came 23S 
who had become public oharges within 
one vcar after their arrival in the 
United States. As to occupations, most 
of the arrivals were of the classes 
designated as skilled and unskilled la- 
borers, with some professionals 
The 


amount of money brought into the 
country by immigrants was at least 
S4,917,318, and probably was largely in 
excess of these figures, since only 
those having loss than. 330 are required 
to disclose the exact amount they have 
respectively. 


A comparison of the figures of the 


past year with the average annual im- 
migration for the preceding ten years 
discloses a decrease of over 21 per 
cent., and the large number who annu- 
ally return to their own 
country
